Esprit-Charles-Marie Kipinasse, who is 


among the killed, was a graduate of the 
school of St 
Cyr. 
Biru in the village of 


Saissac, April 2, 1815, 
during the 'Hun- 


dred Days.' 
He loft tho school in 1833, 


aud won his first steps iu Algeria 
As 


Chef tie Batallion he fuught iu 1845 at the 
Lead of the Zouaves ; aud in 1849 com- 
manded the Forty-second of the Line at 
Ihe siege of Rome. 
He was most active in 


oppressing tho insurrections of December, 
1851, and devotei himself to the cause of 
the President and of public order. . Imme- 
diately on the proclamation ot the Empire, 
lie became an aid de carnp of jho Emperor. 
IB the Crimea he fought gallantly by the 
side of the Sardinians at Tehernaya, nnd 
was one of the Erst to follow Gen. MoMu- 
lion into the M ihikoff. 
When Paris was 


chocked and excited by the Onini affair in 
January, 
1858, 
Grneral Kipiansso was 


made Minister of Public Safety in the 
place of M Billault. 
Although this dis- 


appointment caused much alarm and con- 
cern as an invasion of the civil seivico by a 
military man, General Espinasse adminis- 
tered his office with commendable mod- 
eration ; and when ho made way for * 
more liberal system in the person of M. 
Delangle, became a Senator of the Empire. 


MARSHAL FRANCOIS CERTAIN OANR.OHERT. 


This distinguished ofiicer, who is report- 


ed as having been mortally wounded at the 
ballle'of Magonta, wi3 in command of the 
central corps of the French army. 
When 


the war with Russia broke out, Gen. Can- 
robert, in March, took command of the first 
division of the irony of the East, which was 
to frightfully deoimntod by cholera in the 
disastrous campaign of the Dobrutseha.— 
Subsequently, he played a leading part in 
the campaign of the Crimea, mstaiuing at 
the battle of the Alma the first shock of 
the Russian attack, 
and storming 
the 


heights with the Zouaves, until Gen. Forey 
came up to hia support. 
Although badly 


wounded in (he arm, he remained on tho 
field until the close of the aay 
Two days 


after that victory. Marshal St. Arnnud, 
perceiving his death approaching, resigned 
the chief command of the allied armies in- 
to the hands of Gen. Canrobert, in confor- 
mity with secret, instructions received from 
the Emperor, March 12, ISiH. 
General 


Cfinrobert commanded at Inkerman, open- 
ed the lines before Scbastopol, aud was 
proceeding rapidly toward the capture of 
the city, when the refusal or jealous hesi- 
tation of Lord Raglan to oo operate heartily 
with his ally, disgusted him with bis posi- 
tion, and be suddenly resigned it into the 
hands of General Polissier, gracefully re- 
suming his subordinate command of the 
first corps d'armti.

Months. 


During the Bummer of 1858 one Daniel 


Pierce, of Cincinnati, •« respectable man 
with a family of seven children, bad become 
greatly reduced for want of employment, 
• nd meeting one d-iy a man named Moore, 
lo whom be had done a service in better 
days, accepted fntu Mm a check of Bfty 
dollars as a temporary loan, and pot it 
cashed. 
A month after, ho was arrested 


and imprisoned for forgery. 
He told how 


lie' became possessed of the note, when from 
liis description the officers rccopnized Moore 
as. one of the greatest rogues in Cincinnati, 
aud he was arrested, but afterwards allow- 
ed to slip. 
Pierce wns brought to dial 


lmt, notwithstanding there was no valid i 
testimony against him, and tbe remark nf 
Ihe prosecuting attorney that "of course the 
jury could not find bini guilty on tbe tr^ti- 
niouy," ihe jury, composed of "profession- 
al'* jurors, returned a verdict of yuilty, find 
the judge sentenced him to three years in 
tbe penitentiary. 
After the verdict and 


sentence the jury were allied how they 
could convict ou sucl) testimony I and an- 
swered that they "didn't go by the testi- 
mony, but by what they knew nf the man 
beforo. 
It tamed out that they had in 


mind another Pierca, a notorious horse
